I. 1956 Planning Figure

V. DCT Briefing of NSC 

The invitation extended to Mr. Dulles to brief the NSC on 
the Bureau's study of the intelligence community was discussed. 

Col. White outlined the difficulties in preparing Mr. Dulles for 
this assignment. It was agreed that Bureau staff would provide 
an expanded definition of the scope of the study and suggestions 
for comment on the tabular results. 

VI. Defense Transfer of Far East Operation 

Col. White read exoerpts from a report prepared by the PM 
staff on the status of the transfer of a certain^operation from 
CIA to Defense. The sense of the report was that Defense is 
reluctant to »w reapoelbllity until all f«n|«mmt. f or th. 
transfer of personnel and assets are concluded. It was pointed 
out by those in the meeting that this deviates from thenoraal 
pattern whereby a transfer of responsibility precedes the ‘ «[ 
of the wherewithal. The report indicated that latest 
that transfer negotiations cannot be concluded * 

of the vear. Sime this leaves a period during which responsibility 
for the^ operation may be less than clear. Hr. Dull®® J^gueste 
his staff to seek expeditious handling of the matter in Defense. 

Bureau staff agreed to explore ways in which they could assist 
in speeding the conclusion of th© transfer. 
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
